TnK unexpected resignation of tho 
British Ministry nnd tho accession of 
tho Liberals to powor nt npiriod when 
the elections oalled to test tho popu- 
larity of tho Irish Church Disestablish- 
ment Bill were scrtrcoly over, is an 
event unprecedented in British history. 
The custom ba< always boon for the 
Ministry to await tho assembling of 
Parliament and the paFsnge of a voto 
of want of confidence boforo retiring ; 
but in tho case before ns the result 
was bo decisive — tho popular verdict 
against tho policy of the Ministry so 
marked — that it is difficult to discern 
any good objoct to bo subserved by a 
further retention of the Heals of office 
by a defeated and buflled Premier 
whoso power was virtually at an end 
The Times denounces DiHrueli'B course, 
as ''cowardly ;'' but vho advanced 
Liberal journals and tho Conservative 
Standard applaud tho course of tho 
Ministry os tho ono host calculated to 
"8bvo tho Queen from ornbarruBsmont 
and tho defeated party from needless 
mortification." If tho despatch an- 
nouncing tho oppointmont of Robert 
Lowo as Chancellor of tho Exchequer 
under Gladstone bo correct, it is evi- 
dent lhat the now Ministry will not 
be bo iutonboly Radical as has boon 
feared. Tho defection ot Mr Lowo 
from tho Liberal ranks in i860, when 
the Reform Bill was introduced by tho 
EusbcI Ministry, pluced tho Conserva- 
tives under Earl Derby in office. Mr. 
Lowo, however, declined to acoept 
office under that Ministry, and whon 
tho Conservative Reform Bill, which 
proved miiea more liboral in its 
oharacter than the measure Mr Lowo 
had contributed to throw out, was 
brought in he opposed it in a spcoob. 
that for withering sarcasm and forci- 
ble argument has never beo;i excelled. 
So unsparing was no in his remarks 
upou tho unfitness for tho f ranchise ol 
tho classes the bill propoaod to enfran- 
chise that ho was hissed and threaten- 
ed with assault by London "roughs" 
while on his way to tho House on tho 
following day; and during tbo rocont 
contest ho did not oll'or himself for 
re»eleclion ai Culno, bat hes been 
returned (if retnrnod at all) from one 
of the Universities. But what a 
strange combination Robert Lowe and 
John Bright would be in tbo same 
Cabinet. Bright is or was iho most 
extreme man in tho United Kingdom 
and one of tha ablest. Until qui'.o 
recently his speeches havo enunciated 
intensely Radical viewn and breathed 
'defiance against tho "upper Btralum of 
society." But during tho canvass just 
closed, Mr Bright's coutbo and speeches 
have been marked with a moderation 
and amiability that havo surprised 
those who wore wont to oppose his 
views as democratic an'd his aim as 
revolutionary. Upon more than ono 
occasion, recently, whon appouled to 
for endorsement by candidates who 
had ollorcd oxtromo Radical views as 
their boss rocommondation to a soul 
in Parliament, he has docliued to ac- 
cede to tho request; and ban gouo bj 
far as to recouamoud tbo electors to 
return old and triod Liberals in pre* 
ferouce to now and untried Radicals. 
So to-duy it has como to this in Eng- 
land, that the opponents of Liberal 
measures do not know who they are 
called on to halo the mom — Gladstone, 
tho Liberal leader, or Bright, tho 
head of the Radicals. Lord Stanley 
is to be succeeded in tho Poroign 
Office by oither tho Earl of Clarondon 
or tho Earl of Kimboily. It is a mat- 
ter ot deep regret that Lord Stanley 
has been prevented by the robult ol 
tho elections from finishing the adjust- 
ment ol the Alabama difficulties whiob 
he had bo well in bund j and the 
effect of the obanga in this respect 
may bo disastrous— particularly as wo 
Observe lhat since tho result ol tho 
Briiish eleoiionB has been made kuowu 
the American Premier has become 
more exacting in bib domauda than 
over. Ho probably reckons upou 
driving un easier bargain with u now 
Foreign Secretary than with tho keen 
and shrewd Stanley ; or, perhaps, aa 
tho ond of his own term ol service is 
near at hand, he aims at shifting the 
adjustment' of the knotty question 
upon tho shoulders ol tho Piesidoni 
elect, who may be more pressing in 
his domands and threatening in tiir, 
attitudo liian his predecessor, Earl 
Russell will havo a seat iu tlio uow 
Cabinet without a portfolio ; which 
means that he is to bo a tort ol adviser- 
general of Mr Gladstone and his 
Ministry— a position which bis imbecile 
oourse in tho Foreign Ollico whilo the 
American war lusted, and his aubao- 
queut want of energy and decision 
as Premier after tho death of Lord 
Palnv.'miou, would appear to iudicalu 
ho is tc:a ly unqualified lor. Tne 
areer of tho Conservative Ministry 
has been short but brilliant. Under 
its guidance tbo honor ol tho nation 
has been fully suslaiutd at homo and 
abroad. The irioh revolt which broke 
out while tho Liberal party was in 
powor, was vigorously duult with and 
crushed. Tho right of lranchiso ..baa 
been extendad. Tho miserable savage 
in Alrioa who lor iivo yearB uinior 
Liberal rulo braved tho power of Boigf 
laud with impunity and hold iu cujj- 



tivo British subject*, wtis attacked in 
hia mountain fastneB-os, overthrown, 
and his captives set at liberty. Tho 
Luxemburg difficulty, which at one 
time threatened to disturb tho pence of 
Europo, was adjusted by a Congress 
assembled at London with Lord Stan- 
ley as its presidong officer. And tho 
groat Boborno of confederating tho 
British iNorlh American Colonics and 
laying tha foundation of a mighty 
empire was brought to a successful 
consummation. India has remained 
quioscont; and Spain, with a British 
iron-olad Hoot ai her doors, was com- 
pelled to surrender tho property of 
British subjects which sho had unlaw- 
fully seized. Well will it bo for the 
Liberals it, after two yours and a»half 
of powor, tboy shall bo able to point 
to as brilliant and. proud a ree ;rd ns 
that which Lire Conservatives Lave left 
behind them.

It is feared that the Dual 
agreement between the two countries will 
not bo reached until both Seward and the 
present British Ministry retiro from office, 
thus bequeathing tho outire question to 
new men on both sides. 

Washington, Dec 1: — Tho public debt 
statement will probably show an increase 
of ten millions for tho month. 

New YoitK, Dec 1— Tho Herald's 
Washington special say>; Senator Stunner 
recently expressed himself determined 
to take a stnnd in Congress for tho im- 
mediate resumption ol spoeio payment, 
lie thinks nothing moro need bo done to 
tho reconstruction laws, as Grant will 
enforce them. Ho was entirely disgusted 
with ltevcrdy Johnson, and was sorry ho 
had consented to his confirmation, 

MoNTcovEiiY, Dec 5 — The Senate has 
papsod a bill making the wearing of masks 
or.difijuisos a crime, punishablo with Quo 
und imprisonment. 

Chicago, Dec 5 — Tho National Board 
of Trade, in session at Cincinnati, spent 
yesterday in discussing the questions how 
to restore our shipping to its fnrmor su- 
premacy on the ocean, the postal telo- 
graph system and tho qtiestiou of specio 
paymonts. 

Gen Gnrfield announces his intention to 
press to a vote at the earliest opportunity 
a hill abolishing tho Indian Bureau, nnd 
charging tho War Department with the 
discharge of its functions, This bill was 
ajrreed to most unauimously by the 
Alilitnry Committee last session, but was 
lost for lack ot time. It now apparently 
has a good chauco of success. 

An extraordinary snow storm prevailod 
here all day yesterday. 

A fearful collision occurred on the Ohio 
river at balf>-past seven o'clock last night. 
About two miles above Wo-uaw, on tho 
Indiana side, the steamer America was 
ascending tho river, when she struck the 
steamer United Statos to tho main deck 
in two minutes, Tho collision occurred 
from rnistako in signals. Tho United 
Stutes had on board a quantity of pe- 
troleum oil, which took fire. It is sup- 
posed that 7,5 or 80 persons lost their 
lives. Both boats wero tho finost and 
Inrgest afloat on the Ohio. Hundreds 
own their Uvea to tho courago and cool- 
ness of tho officers aud crow of tho Atn~ 
erica, whoso engines were kept moving 
until men were driven away by the flames. 
There wero several bridal parties on board 
the America ; and in all there wero 050 
ladies on board. 

New York, Dec 5— Privato dispatohes 
from Washington say lhat Senator Pome- 
ray has a bill ready to present iu Con- 
gress, providing an amendment to the 
Constitution, which gives sullVnge to all 
citizens of both sexes, leaving tho States 
to fix tho ago of ciliaens.
